AT HOSPITAL 


CANCER patients in Sefton and 
West Lancashire are calling for a 
treatment hub at Southport 
Hospital to be reopened. 

The closure of the unit during the 
coronavirus outbreak means patients 
have to endure two-hour round trips 
for daily chemotherapy treatment at 
Aintree Hospital. 

One patient told Southport MP 
Damien Moore: “It is scandalous that 
Southport residents are being forced 
to travel to Aintree Hospital, my sis- 
ter included, to receive 
chemotherapy. In traffic, this is a 
good two-hour journey, when I could 
take her in five minutes, by car, to the 
Southport hub. 

“Getting this hub reopened is far

more important than a pub or shop 
reopening.” 

Mr Moore has now written to the 
chief executive at Southport Hospital 
who has apologised for the distress 
caused to cancer patients and has 
pledged to return services ‘when it is 
safe to do so’. 

The MP told the Champion: 
“Patients have contacted me to tell 
me of their upset at seeing this vital 
service temporarily withdrawn from 
Southport and of the very apparent 
distress this has caused them. 


“We need to see the cancer hub 
return to Southport Hospital as a 
matter of utmost urgency. 

“I will continue to press both 
Southport and Ormskirk NHS Hos- 
pitals Trust and Clatterbridge 
Hospital for an exact date when 
these vital services will return to 
Southport for the benefit of some of 
our most vulnerable residents.”

Michael Fowler 
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Hospice income plunges to less than a 
third as donations fall during lockdown 


...but meet some of the kindhearted volunteers who 
are doing their best to raise much-needed funds!

SUPPORTERS have rallied around Queenscourt 
Hospice after the coronavirus pandemic sent 
their income plunging to less than a third - at a 
time when they had to shell out more than ever 
before to equip staff with PPE equipment. 

The Champion spoke to the team at the Kew hos- 
pice, which provides end of life care for patients 
from Southport, Formby and West Lancashire — and 
we were shocked to find out that they have suffered 
from a 66% reduction in legacies left in people’s 
wills and 68% fundraising drop compared to 2019. 

This is largely down to major events such as the 
Star Trekk night walk and Make a Will Month not 
being held as planned this spring. 

Compounding the ‘startling reality’ of the signific- 
ant loss of income was the initial uncertainty about 
the regular provision of Personal Protective Equip- 
ment (PPE), essential for maintaining the safety of 
patients and staff. Queenscourt has had to spend 
tens of thousands of pounds of charitable funds on 
PPE, usually at over-inflated prices to ensure that 
the supply could meet the demand, whilst official

provision of PPE was awaited. During the struggle 
to access NHS and government supplies of PPE 
Queenscourt has received many generous dona- 
tions from the local community in this regard, for 
which they are ‘very grateful.’ 

A spokesperson for the charity told the Champion: 
“As we move into the next phase of the pandemic, 
we recognise the dramatic impact it is having on us, 
which has seen our fundraising income fall by 
almost two thirds. 

“All of us at #teamqueenscourt are doing our 
utmost to battle through these unprecedented times 


and are striving to maintain the hospice’s vital ser- 
vices whilst continuing to support patients and their 
families, during a period when they need support 
more than ever. 

“During these difficult times, the hospice has wel- 
comed the kindness and support received from its 
local community in all sorts of ways, which has 
helped to keep us in service up to now. 

“Only last month, we launched our Compassion- 
ate Communities initiative to encourage 
communities to support one another, and to high- 
light the support that the hospice has received from 
people of all ages and to say thank you for this. 

“Fundraising efforts have included that of Niall 
Carroll, 11, who raised over £1,300 by organising 
his own ‘2.6 Challenge’; and sisters Emma and 
Becky Horner and Michelle Harwood who planned 
their own walk in place of Star Trekk and raised 
over £1,000. 

“In addition to the many fundraisers, people have 
also helped by providing vital PPE. These include 
Laura Loveday who called on friends in China to 
help her source face masks and launched a crowd- 
funding appeal to pay for them. It wasn’t long 
before 1,000 masks had arrived and more than 
£1,500 had been raised to buy more PPE for 
Queenscourt. 

“While we are deeply grateful for all the support it 
has received so far, we need continued support as 
all efforts are made to keep us in service.”

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Ormskirk School Foundation Trust 
denies claims it is using charitable 
funds for academy legal challenge

ORMSKIRK School Foundation Trust has denied 
claims made by West Lancashire MP Rosie 
Cooper, that charitable funds are being used for 
a legal challenge and ‘media relations’ against 
the academisation of the school. 

Ormskirk School is at the centre of a controver- 
sial proposal to turn it into an academy, with some 
parents forming a Save Ormskirk School (SOS) 
campaign group to protest against the move, while 
others are in favour of the plan. 

Now MP Rosie Cooper has written to the Charity 
Commission to make sure the Foundation Trust is 
“acting appropriately.” 

Ms Cooper said: “Throughout the protracted 
academisation process for Ormskirk School I have 
had parents and local residents write to me 
expressing their views both in favour of and 
against the school being academised following its 
Ofsted inspection last year, rating the school as 
‘Inadequate’. 

“I have supported the school and the Ormskirk

School Trust in seeking assurances that the process 
has been followed correctly. I also wrote to Ofsted 
to request a further inspection, which has been 
refused. 

“I have written to the Charity Commission Chief 


Executive to seek absolute clarification and a defin- 
itive ruling to ensure that the Trustees are acting 
appropriately in relation to this matter and ensure 
that monies which should properly be spent on the 
children of Ormskirk are not diverted to other pur- 
poses.” 

Ormskirk School Foundation Trust hit back by 
describing Ms Cooper’s statement as “inaccurate”. 

In a statement, they said: “Foundation funds are 
being used to protect the assets of the charity and 
not to mount a ‘legal challenge to the academisa- 
tion of the school’. 

“The Foundation is pleased that our MP has 
sought clarification that they are acting appropri- 
ately, as they also consulted the Charities 
Commission in October 2019 and obtained 
detailed legal advice before proceeding. 

“The Foundation Trustees and School Governors 
are not working together. They are not allowed to 
do so. They are entirely separate bodies. The 
School Governors have a duty to facilitate conver- 
sion, the Trustees do not. 

“Ms Cooper accuses the Foundation of spending 
on ‘media relations’. The main media communica- 
tion by the Foundation is via its Facebook page, 
which is free.”

‘Pocket pyjamas’ are specially 
made to allow doctors and nurses to 
easily reach through to provide the 
necessary treatment. 

Michael said: “The reason for this 
challenge is to raise much-needed 
funds for a very special little five 
year old boy called Theo. 

“He is currently on a waiting list to 
receive a bone marrow transplant 
and is constantly in and out of 
Manchester Children's Hospital. The 
funds raised will go towards making 
‘pocket pyjamas' for Theo and other 
children on his ward. 

“These pyjamas have the child's 
initials and a little flap built in to 
enable the nurses to tend to the chil- 
dren during the night without 
disturbing their sleep. 

“Due to Covid-19, the ward has 


received significantly fewer dona- 
tions of prizes than normal too. 


These are normally given to the chil- 


dren when they get needles.” 

Michael also wants to help raise 
awareness of the need to sign up to 
the bone marrow register. 

He added: “Perhaps the most 
important thing we are trying to do 
is to raise awareness of just how 
simple it is to sign up to be on the 
bone marrow register. All it takes is 
a cheek swab done at home, and 
any one of us could save the life of 
someone like Theo. The driving 
force behind this fundraiser is a 
wonderful lady called Molly Deary.

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‘Roadmap to recovery’ 
revealed as county chiefs 
look to rebuild economy 


..but councillor airs concern 
that ‘bold vision’ does not 
focus enough on West Lancs

A‘ROADMAP to recovery’ for Lancashire has been 
published to detail a bold vision of how the county 
can recover following the pandemic. 

The Lancashire Enterprise Partnership shows how 
the county can form a “key part of rebuilding the UK 
economy” following lockdown. 

Working alongside regeneration expert Sir Howard 
Bernstein and his team at Deloittes, the plan, which 
has already been sent to the Prime Minister for con- 
sideration, has now been published. 

The document explains how urgent action is 
needed to safeguard the economy of Lancashire and 
to help it flourish in the future. 

In the document, it reveals how there has been a 
31% county wide increase in Jobseeker's Allowance 
applicants — with the largest increase being in West 
Lancashire with 56%. 

The plan aims to immediately identify the sectors, 
occupations and places most severely impacted by 
the coronavirus outbreak, and bring forward immedi- 
ate solutions to lessen the impact. 

It particularly focuses on the need to reopen towns, 
attractions, countryside and destinations, support 
industry to restart, stimulate business growth and 
align the workforce to the jobs that will be created. 

Work will be done to understand the impact on busi- 
nesses, workers and places as well as look at 
accelerating capital infrastructure projects to gener- 
ate new jobs in the near future with the help of the 
Government. 

Councillor Geoff Driver CBE, leader of Lancashire 


County Council, said: “Lan- 
cashire has come together 
at this really difficult time 
to plan a way forward to 
protect our economy, and 
help it grow in the future. 

“These plans provide an 
accurate blueprint of where 

we are now, and the chal- 
lenges we face, and by 
working together we can 
show just how much the 
Slee, our residents and our businesses have to 
offer.” 

However, Skelmersdale West County Cllr, Julie Gib- 
son, has reacted with concern that the plan “has little 
or no reference to projects within West Lancashire”. 

She said: “I was dismayed to find out that input 
from the Leaders of the partner district and borough 
councils from across the county was non-existent. 
Not only that, but specific reference to West Lan- 
cashire is very thin on the ground. 

“We have a number of infrastructure projects that 
should have been included in this document, projects 
such as the Skelmersdale train station, the town 
centre developments in Skelmersdale and Ormskirk 
all of which are vital to the economic growth of West 
Lancashire. I am surprised that they were not men- 
tioned.”

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Burglar sent to jail after 
stealing £12k of antique 
jewellery from house 


A CONVICTED burglar who stole 
£12,000 worth of irreplaceable 
antique jewellery from a home in 
Burscough has been put back 
behind bars. 

A court heard that Adam Barnes, 
from Bootle, acted out of despera- 
tion while on licence as he had 
nowhere to live, money or sup- 
port after being released. 

After targeting properties in the 
Bootle area he broke into a house 
in Burscough and ransacked it, 
stealing £12,000 worth of antique 
jewellery as well as £3,000 worth 
of other items. 

Jailing him for four years eight 
months a judge told the 33-year- 
old that he had traumatised the 
householders. 

Judge Denis Watson, QC said: 
“Your apology will be considered 
rather hollow by the household- 
ers.” 

Barnes, of Benedict Street, 
Bootle, had pleaded guilty to four 
burglaries, two attempted burg- 
laries and possessing an offensive 
weapon. 

Iain Criddle, prosecuting, told 
Liverpool Crown Court that the 
defendant struck at a house on 
Hawthorne Avenue, Bootle, on 
the evening of January 21, leaving 
the householders and their one- 
year-old daughter terrified as he 
tried to smash through the porch. 

Police were called and he was 
arrested nearby and found to be 
carrying a kitchen knife and some 
sweets which had earlier stolen 
from a nearby shop. 

In a victim impact statement the 
woman occupant said that she 
had been left too scared to be 
alone at home and often had to 
call family round while her part- 
ner worked nights. They have also 
paid out more than £2,000 for 
CCTV, burglar alarms and repairs. 

Barnes, 33, was initially 
released under investigation and 
went on to carry out a further 
spree before glass from his 
clothes was proved to match that 
from the broken window. 

“On February 22, the alarm was 
activated at Hugh Baird College, 
Bootle. Entry was gained and 
damage was caused to two doors 
and two computers. CCTV showed 
the defendant slamming the door 
with a paving slab and climbing 
through the door,” said Mr 
Criddle.

He caused £5,000 worth of 
damage and he was identified by 
his blood left at the scene. 

Barnes next struck as a house 
on Exeter Road, Bootle, where he 
tried to smash his way in, causing 
£450 worth of damage but was 
scared off when neighbours 
called police. He again left blood 
at the scene as he did at his next 
raid. 

He smashed a door at the 3 
mobile phone shop on Stanley 
Road and tried to steal phones 
but left empty handed. 

Two days later, Barnes ran- 
sacked a home in Junction Lane, 
Burscough and stole antique jew- 
ellery, cash, a purse and a tablet 
computer. He even stole glucose 
reading equipment used by the 
diabetic homeowner. 

Her jewellery collection 
included antique items collected 
over 40 years as well as pieces 
inherited from her parents and 
grandparents. He also stole an 
electronic tablet containing pho- 
tographs. “She has lost a physical 
reminder of precious lifetime 
memories and that will never be 
replaced,” said Mr Criddle. 

His blood was found in various 
places in the house including the 
staircase, bannister, walls and 
carpets. 

Barnes, who has 32 previous 
convictions for more than 80 
offences, initially denied the 
burglaries when questioned by 
police. 

Peter Hunter, defending, said 
Barnes had been left homeless 
after his release from prison and 
acted out of desperation as he 
had been left walking the 
streets. 


University 
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staff member quits 


after stock image is used to 
pay tribute to George Floyd

AN Edge Hill University staff member 
has quit after his employers used a stock 
image to pay tribute to George Floyd on 
social media. 

Last month, Edge Hill posted a picture of 
the university’s main building lit up in 
purple, with the caption: “Our main build- 
ing on campus is illuminated in purple in 
memory of George Floyd to support equal- 
ity and diversity across the world.” 

However, Alex Duffy, who at the time was 
the digital marketing officer at Edge Hill, 
claimed the image used was originally 
taken in 2019 for Epilepsy Awareness 
Week. 

Alex resigned from his job and Edge Hill 
later admitted it was a stock image used 
because they were “unable to send a photo- 
grapher to campus at short notice.” 

Alex said: “I’ve handed in my notice at 
Edge Hill University running their social 
media. I had some great times during my 
almost four years there, but I simply could 
not defend the university’s poor stance on 
Black Lives Matter. 

“The turning point came when posts 
emerged of the main building lit up in 


memory of George Floyd. These photos 
were from 2019 when we lit up the main 
building for Epilepsy Awareness Week. I 
was not informed of this and would not 
have agreed to it. Ihave many fond memor- 
ies of my time at Edge Hill and it’s sad that it 
has to end like this. 

“I fully support Edge Hill students who 
chose to speak out and support Black Lives 
Matter and I commend them for their 
bravery. I also support staff and alumni 
who have been vocal about this matter.” 

George Floyd’s death sparked widescale 
protests around the world after shocking 
mobile phone footage showed the 46-year- 
old being pinned to the ground in Min- 
neapolis by a police officer, who knelt on 
his neck for more than eight minutes while 
he shouted, “I can't breathe.”

A University spokesperson responded: 
“The murder of George Floyd in the USA, 
and subsequent global protests, have been a 
devastating reminder of the extent to which 
racism continues to blight the lives of indi- 
viduals and communities across the world. 

“We are aware that our response in 
expressing support and solidarity was, 
because of lockdown, not prompt enough, 
and we apologise for this. We would not 
however, wish that to detract from our 
genuine commitment to the cause. 

“To clarify the confusion over the photo- 
graph used when we lit up our main 
building in purple in memory of George 
Floyd, to illustrate this, we had to use a 
stock image because we were unable to 
send a photographer to campus at short 
notice.”

Burscough Recycling Centre 


Recycling centre 
appointments end 
as demand eases 


LOCALS will no longer need to 
book appointments to use 
recycling centres in West 
Lancashire as demand eases. 

The changes, brought in by Lan- 
cashire County Council, came into 
force on Monday, July 6 and affects 
tips in Burscough and Skelmersdale. 

A number of further safety restric- 
tions will remain in place for all 
visitors, and people are urged to 
check them before setting out. 

People will again be able to use 
vans and trailers to carry their waste 
from Friday, July 10, however they 
will have to book an appointment 
before visiting. 

The county council introduced a 
booking system when it reopened 
recycling centres in May, after they 
had to be closed during the first 
phase of the coronavirus lockdown. 

The system has been described as 
successful in managing demand, 
helping to avoid long queues, whilst 
ensuring people can visit safely and 
maintain social distancing. 

While demand for appointments 
was very high over the first few 
weeks, it has now reduced to a level 
where people can visit in their car 
without booking first. 

County Councillor Albert Atkinson, 
cabinet member for technical ser- 
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vices, rural affairs and waste 
management, said: “I’m glad that 
we're able to lift some of the restric- 
tions on how people can use our 
recycling centres. 

“The appointment system has been 
very effective in ensuring people can 
bring their waste without having to 
join a long queue, and ensure our 
staff can direct them once they arrive 
while ensuring their experience of 
visiting is safe and stress-free. 

“Managing demand was vital when 
we first reopened the sites as we 
knew that a lot of people had excess 
waste they wanted to dispose of 
which had built up while the sites 
were closed. 

“The demand for bookings has now 
reduced to a level where we no 
longer need people to book ahead if 
they're using their car. 

“The virus has not gone away, and 
we are keeping in place all the other 
restrictions which were introduced 
when the sites reopened. It's there- 
fore vital that everyone takes the 
time to check them before they visit. 

“A condition of visiting is that 
people observe these restrictions and 
respect our staff, as we have a duty 
to protect them and will not tolerate 
any abuse or aggression towards 
them.”

THE Swati Dance Company based in Parbold 
have been awarded £18,000 of Arts Council 
funding to help them through the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

The Arts Council announced that £64.8 million 
has been awarded to 7,484 creative practitioners 
and 2,182 independent organisations as part of 
our Covid-19 Emergency Response Fund. 

These grants have been made possible through 
their existing funding from the government and 
the National Lottery. 

In West Lancashire, £18,000 has been awarded to 
the Swati Dance Company. Swati is a south Asian 
dance company based in Parbold, which teaches 
and tours dance based on the Indian classical 
dance form of Bharatanatyam. 

Announced in March, the Arts Council’s Emer- 
gency Response Fund has been designed to help 
alleviate the immediate pressures faced by artists, 
creative practitioners, museums, and libraries over 
the summer - supporting them as they continue to 
serve their communities during this crisis and 
affording them the time to stabilise and plan for 
the future. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper welcomed the 
investment, saying: “We are well aware of the sig- 
nificant impact the pandemic has had on the Arts 
so I very much welcome the investment and sup- 
port being provided by the Arts Council through 
the Emergency Response Fund.

More support to tackle 
reoffending in West Lancs 


A £100,000 fund to tackle 
reoffending across Lancashire 
has been made available to 
organisations which aim to 
make the area a safer place. 

Charities, organisations and 
partners in West Lancashire 
will again be able to bid for 
projects that work with 
offenders and help integrate 
them back into the com- 
munity. 

Applications will be reviewed 
by representatives from the 
four local 'Reducing Reoffend- 
ing Boards' covering the north, 
south, east and west of the 
county. 

Up to £25k will be available 
for each board area, however 
organisations are encouraged 
to work across multiple areas 
where possible and this will be 
taken into account during the 
process, as will the ability to 


deliver projects for less than 
the maximum grant amount, 
which is also £25k. 

Successful applications will 
need to focus on the outcomes 
of projects, how they will be 
measured or evaluated, and 
how it will be delivered during 
probable ongoing social dis- 
tancing measures. 

Lancashire Police Commis- 
sioner Clive Grunshaw said: 
“Pm really pleased to be able 
to continue investing in pro- 
jects that are ultimately all 
about keeping the people of 
Lancashire safe. By addressing 
the root causes of prolific 
reoffending through targeted 
work, out in our communities, 
we help ex-offenders avoid a 
return into the criminal justice 
system, lessen the burden on 
our emergency services and 
reduce crime. 


“This gives us another oppor- 
tunity to build on the great 
work that has already been 
done over the two years that 
we have supported projects 
through the dedicated fund. 
Policing alone does not pre- 
vent people reoffending and 
we need to work together to 
break the cycle offenders all 
too often find themselves in, 
moving them away from a life 
of crime. 

“I have seen first-hand the 
difference these projects make 
in our neighbourhoods and in 
the lives of the people who live 
there. Tackling crime and 
reoffending is a key priority in 
my Police and Crime Plan.”

groups, charities and good causes across Lan- 
cashire with two donations of up to £1,000 
made locally every month. During the pan- 
demic, the housebuilder is focusing on 
charities, clubs and organisations that support 
or work with the over-70s.

Health team 
goes virtual 
in patient 
care work 


CHANGES in treatment given to patients by 
hospital physiotherapists during the 
coronavirus lockdown, are shaping the 
service’s future care strategy. 

The Joint Health Team at Southport and Orm- 
skirk Hospital NHS Trust turned to video 
conferencing, YouTube and other online methods 
to help treat and advise patients throughout the 
lock-down. 

The team provides specialist assessment, invest- 
igations and treatment for patients across 
Southport, Formby and West Lancashire with 
musculoskeletal conditions (problems with 
muscles, joints or spine). But because of the pan- 
demic, they were unable to see patients in the 
usual way, despite their services being essential 
for many. 

With some staff redeployed, remaining team 
members dug out their devices and took to the 
internet to provide education sessions, advice ser- 
vices and even circuit classes via video link. 

Laura Atherton, Consultant Musculoskeletal 
Physiotherapy Practitioner, said: “We began using 
something called ‘digital supertrack’ which 
allowed us to review people’s progress through 
their mobile device and then recommend changes 
to their treatment or different exercises to move- 
on to — all through instant messaging. 

“In fact, this has been so popular that, we are 
now looking at how we can continue this virtual 
work with patients when we return to more ‘nor- 
mal’ times. It just goes to show that people not 
only embrace new ways of working but often 
actually prefer doing things in a different way. We 
are very keen to explore how we can continue to 
work in a more flexible way in the future.” 
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Shoppers urged to 
‘spend to save lives’ as 
charity shop re-opens 


SHOPPERS in Ormskirk are being urged to spend 
their pennies to ‘save lives’ as the town’s Cancer 
Research UK charity shop re-opened following its 
‘devastating closure.’ 

Three months since it closed, staff and volunteers at 
the store on Burscough Street are now getting back to 
business to tackle a shortfall in funding, caused by the 
coronavirus pandemic. 

With its shops typically contributing more than 
£25m every year to vital research, Cancer Research 
UK has suffered a dramatic loss of income since they 
were forced to close temporarily at the end of March. 

Highlighting the scale of the funding gap, the call to 
support the Ormskirk shop coincides with the launch 
of an urgent new TV appeal to help get the charity’s 
life-saving work back on track. 

Answering that rallying cry is cancer survivor Kim- 
berly Harrison, from Ormskirk, who first opened the 
town’s shop in October last year. 

The mum-of-two, 39, had her eye removed and 
nearly lost her leg in two separate instances of cancer. 
Now fit and well, she knows first-hand just how 
important new discoveries are to help more people 
survive. 

She said: “As a regular customer it was terrible to see 
the shop close, because I understand all too clearly 
what a lack of funding could mean for the develop- 
ment of new treatments for people like me. 

“Research has given me more precious time with my 
family, so I hope people in Ormskirk will be inspired 
by the charity’s determination to carry on beating 
cancer and show their support- they really could save 
lives.” 

Thanks to the generosity of supporters like Kim-

berly, Cancer Research UK currently funds around 
50% of all cancer research in the UK. However, as a 
direct result of the coronavirus pandemic, it expects to 
see its fundraising income decline by up to 30% in the 
financial year ahead — putting this research at risk. 

Its customers are a key part of this effort, so strict 
measures are being followed to ensure people in the 
town can shop, volunteer and donate goods safely. 

These include social distancing, hand sanitiser sta- 
tions, cough guards at till points, face coverings and 
gloves for shop staff and volunteers, additional clean- 
ing and a 72-hour quarantine period for donated 
items. 

Cancer Research UK was able to spend over £30 mil- 
lion in the North West of England last year on some of 
the UK’s leading scientific and clinical research.

Aldi plan to build more supermarkets 


ALDI want to build 76 more 
stores across the UK by 2025 - 
including West Lancashire.

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MOT extension period to end on August 1 


SEFTON and West Lancashire motorists 
have been reminded that lockdown law 
changes brought in for MOTs will end 
from August 1. 

When the coronavirus outbreak first 
occurred, drivers who were due for an 
MOT between March 30 and July 31 
were allowed to delay the test for six 
months. 


It meant that if your MOT was due to 
expire in March, it was extended until 
September - although the advice was to 
make sure your vehicle is still safe on 
the roads. 

However, as more people return to 
work following lockdown, there are 
growing concerns about road safety 
and the government will end the MOT 


extensions on August 1. Anyone who 
has a vehicle due for an MOT on or after 
date will need to book a test as nor- 
mal. 

Many garages have stayed open since 
March in order to carry out MOTs and 
according to figures, 90% of garages 
are open and testing is at 70% of nor- 
mal levels.

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Are red squirrels being 
‘driven away’ from 
cemetery grounds?

A WIDOW from Ormskirk has flagged up fears 
that red squirrels have been ‘driven away’ from 
Southport Crematorium. 

William Soens contacted the Champion to say he 
regularly visits the grounds, but has not seen the 
animal in more than a year. 

However, Sefton Council has claimed the red 
squirrels can still be found at the cemetery, but 
sightings are commonly reduced during summer 
months. 

William said: “I am a regular weekly visitor to the 
garden of remembrance at Southport Crematorium 
since my dear wife passed away some eight years 
ago. 

“Over those years I have watched a very strong 
and healthy population of red squirrels hopping 
around, climbing the trunks of trees and invading 
the bird feeders. Even the speed limit signs use an 
image of the red squirrel as a warning. 

“This is no longer the case. I believe that I haven't 
seen a single squirrel - red or grey - in the past

twelve months. Therefore one must ask what has 
been done to drive them away from this location?” 

A spokesperson for Sefton Council said: “Among 
the wildlife in the gardens is a healthy red squirrel 
population and Mr Soens is correct to point out we 
have warning signs in place to alert drivers to the 
presence of our furry red friends. 

“While red squirrel sightings are naturally reduced 
during the warmer summer months, we can con- 
firm that they are still present in the Gardens and 
we hope to see more as the year progresses.”

RSPCA braces itself for a busy summer 


THE RSPCA is bracing itself for 
a surge in abandoned animals 
and fears the fallout from the 
pandemic could see more 
owners struggling to keep their 


pets. 

Typically, the charity sees 
abandonment peak in the sum- 
mer months and between June 
and August last year, 16,519 
animals were reported aban- 
doned to the RSPCA which 
accounts for 30% of all anim- 


als reported abandoned that 
year. 

In Lancashire, the figure dur- 
ing these months was 643. 

The RSPCA is braced for an 
even bigger impact this sum- 
mer following the easing of 
lockdown and the financial 
impact on the coronavirus pan- 
demic, and has launched an 
emergency appeal to continue 
its vital rescue work. 

Dermot Murphy, head of the 


RSPCA’s animal rescue teams, 
said: “We are worried that as 
lockdown eases, people return 
to work, go on holidays or 
struggle financially we will be 
facing a massive surge of 
animal abandonments. 

“Pd urge anyone struggling 
with their pet to ask for help. 
Animals have been there to 
help us through the crisis, 
please don’t abandon them
